The paka dekha, a ritual in which members of the groom's family come to see the 
bride, was performed by Rabindranath Tagore’s elder brother Jyotirindranath 
Tagore, his sisters-in-law Jnanadanandini Devi and Kadambari Devi, and 
Rabindranath's nephew Surendranath Tagore. Although it is known that 
Rabindranath accompanied his family members from Jashore to Mrinalini Devi's 
house, it is not known whether he participated in the ritual.!?!181 


Unlike traditional marriage which takes place in the bride's house, Mrinalini Devi 
married Rabindranath Tagore at the Maharshi Bhavan in the Jorasanko Thakur 
Bari, in Calcutta (present-day Kolkata) at the wish of Rabindranath's father 
Devendranath Tagore. The marriage took place according to the rituals of the 
Brahmo Samaj. At the time of marriage she was 9 and Tagore was twenty-two 
years of age.

The Early Middle Ages, or Dark Ages, started when invasions broke up Western 
Europe into small territories run by feudal lords. 


Most people lived in rural servitude. Even by 1350, the average life expectancy was 
30—35 years, and 1 in 5 children died at birth. 


There were no services for public health or education at this time, and 
communication was poor. Scientific theories had little chance to develop or spread.

Rising life expectancy around the 
world 


In the pre-modern, poor world life expectancy was around 30 
years in all regions of the world. The estimates by historian 
James Riley shown here suggest that there was some variation, 
between different world regions, but in all world regions life 


expectancy was well below 40 years.? 


The historical estimates are associated with a considerable 
uncertainty - it is worth reading the work by Riley to understand 
the limitations and strengths of the estimates. But of course 
these uncertainties are much smaller than the very large 


increase in life expectancy since then. 


Infectious diseases raged in all parts of the world and as we show 
in our entry on child mortality almost half of all children died 
before they reached adulthood. And those that survived often 
died soon after. Without public health measures and without 
effective medicines diseases were killing most people at a very 


young age. 


In the past, life expectancy was significantly 
lower compared to today. People faced higher 
mortality rates due to various factors such as 
disease, limited medical advancements, and 
harsh living conditions, wars and conflicts. 
Therefore, marrying at an earlier age was 
seen as a way to start a family and continue 
the lineage before potential health issues or 
‘premature death’.

The Disappearanee

I am going to argue that a new media environ- 
ment, with television at its center, is leading to 
the rapid disappearance of childhood in North 
America; that childhood will probably not sur- 
vive to the end of this century; and that such a 
state of affairs represents a social disaster of the 
first order. When I have made my argument, I 
will stop. This isn't to say that there is no solu- 
tion to the problem, only that my own imagi- 
native reach for solutions goes no further than 
my grasp of the problem. From what I've seen of 
your conference program, I wouldn't be sur- 
prised if many of you can think of solutions; in 
fact, ACEI itself is a solution of sorts.

Let me begin my argument with the obser- 
vation that childhood is a social artifact, not a 
biological category. Our genes contain no clear 
instructions about who is and who is not a child, 
and the laws of survival do not require that a dis- 
tinction be made between the world of the adult 
and the world of the child. In fact, if we take che 
word “children” to mean a special class of people 
somewhere between, say, the ages of 7 and 17, 
who require special forms of nurturing and pro- 
tection and who are believed to be quiliadvely 
different from adults, then there is ample evi- 
dence that children have existed for less than 400 
years. Indeed, if we use the word "children" in 
the fullest sense in which the average North 
American understands the word, childhood is 
not much more than 150 years old. 

To take one small example, the custom of cel- 
ebrating a cbild's birthday did not exist in North

America throughout most of the 18th century. 
In fact, che precise marking of a child's age in 
any way is a relatively recent cultural tradition, 
no more than 200 years old. To take a more im- 
portant example, as late as 1890, high schools in 
the United States enrolled only 7 percent of the 
12- to 17-year-old population.

The conditions that indicate that a person has reached a 
marriageable age include the following: 


They must be able to manage their own affairs & physically able to 
have intimacy. Sometimes a girl may have reached puberty but may 
not be physically able to have intimacy, such as in the case of 
precocious puberty or the one who has weak body. Contrarily, a girl 
may be able to have intimacy but may not have reached puberty 
such as in the case of delayed puberty, so it varies from person to 
person.

Talking to your children about sex can be awkward, but new research suggests that parents need to 


have those conversations much earlier than they do. 


In two national surveys, investigators found that between 4% and 8% of boys reported having sex 


before they were 13. That number varied greatly depending on where the boys lived. In San 


Francisco, just 5% of boys said they had sex before 13, but in Memphis that number jumped to 25%. 


Race and ethnicity also made a difference in whether or not a young person had an early sexual 


experience. Black males were most likely to have sex before 13, followed by Hispanic males.
